We are fast approaching the date at 
which the pl:gua became epidemic in 
Hongkong in 1804, and the duily re- 
gister of deaths from plagne does not 
convey any indication that tha disease 
is boing stamped out. Are we on the 
verge of anotuer epidemio, and what 
action ix being taken to anticipata it ? 
It is 1 -scientifie fact that where an 
epidemic has once cecurred it is almost 


| certain to recur within given number 


of years, Here in Hongkong the con- 
ditions faveur an eurly recurrence of 
tho disease. In. 1894, it is truc the 
sanitary condition of the town of Vic- 
toria wus probably worse than it is now, 
but is it even now quite autisfactory ? 
It is difficuls to believe tuat it is, in two 
years, so completely changed as to be 
invulnerable iu this respect that no 
special precdutions should be adopted 
to ward off another epidemic, ‘The 
water-supply cannot, with tho rainfall 
up to date, be enfiicient to carry out 
efficient flushings of the eewers at short 
enough periods; aud one would almost 
imugine tse officers responsible for the 
sunitary state of the Colouy were 
gambling on the advent of rain, In 
1804, some of thie drains were fushed 
by water taken to the higher level in 
carts, This should bo regularly re- 


moment to prevent the outbreak ofan 


epidemic than to allow the trada of the 
Colony to be crippled for tha next six 
months, The best argdment in favour 
of a new plan of campaign is the weyi~ 
dent inability of the present Sanitary 
‘Authorities to prevent the increase of 
the disenso. .

public health, Instead of tinkering 
with the disease—ae what is being done 
tat present appears to be—why do not the 
Government eudesvour to devise a 
‘scheme for dealing with the plague on a 
comprehensive scale, aud, instead of 
following the disease, endeavour to get 
ahead of it and prevent its appearance in 
virulent epidemic form.

THE PLAGUE DESTHOYER. 

Tho President wroto to the Seoretary of 
the Sauilary Bourd stating that he had bean 
informed by Dr Atkinson that during the 
plague epidemic of 1894 ohloridy of lime 
waa datributed free to the Chinese onca a 
fortnight. About a quarter of a pound was 
ploced‘in a chatty on each fleor, to. which’ 
wan added water, the effect being that it 
diffused itaelf all over the neighbourhood. 
Yho Chinesy called the elilorido of lime 
‘plague destroyer,’ Dr Atkingon recom- 
mended that a similar course be adupted as 
goon as possible, and that the Registrar- 
Geaoral should igaue a notification in cach 
. district informing the Chineso the day on 
which the chloride of lime would bo dis- 
tribnted, eo that they might have thoir 
chattivs roady.

The Health Oficer—What ia tho object 
aimed at in this oxperimint} The omount 
of olilorine gaa evolved fro f Ib, of wet 
chloride of limo, during a fortnight, would 
be infvitesimal, and certainly would not 
act asn.gurinicide, There are about 6 350 
ocoupied Ohinese houses in the city, com- 
prising at Jenat 12,000 flovra, so that 1500 
Ibs. of chloride of limo would be required 
onch week at a cost of SILO, and the whiole 
af it would, iu. my opinion, bo wasted.

THE MEDICAL OFFICER'S REPORT. 

Dr Francia W. Clark, Use Medical Officer 
of Health for the Colony, submitted his 
fires onnnal report to the Savitary Board 
thia afternoon, For tho purposes of the 
report, the population of (he Colony was 
assumed to be 244,930 in 1895, tho Buru- 
pean civilian element heing taken at 2680, 
of whom 1800 were British.

The moot important feuture in regard to

The stateuieot made by Dr Lowsan, in his 
able’ report upon the epideme of Bubonio 
Fever (co-onlled Plague) in 1894, that the 
public latrines were one of the most potent 
factors in. the spread of the diseass, is of 
acrious moment tv the healtit‘of the Colony, 
for if this essertion oan be substantiated by 
facié“the Sanitary ‘Boord must, without 
delay, devine evme other means of copsor- 
vanoy than that In vague at present, None 
of the Otinese houses in the Colony are pra; 
yided with ony lotrine or oloaet acoom-

that the pupulation of the Colony ia com- 
posed of thrioe as mauy men ox women, it 
would appear that the womon suffsred from 
this disease to about double the axtent that 
the men did, and og it is the men alone 
who uso tho publio latrines, I fail to sea 
bow theaa can be held in any woy reapon- 
sible for the spread of the disease, It ia 
true that the disease was more prevalent 
in the neighbourhood of these publio la. 
trines than elsewhere, but it ie also true 
that the latrines are, for reasons of oon- 
venienog, ingariably located in the moat 
densely: populated quarters of the city, aud 
us {he predisposing causes of . Bubonic 
Fever are undoubtedly, as in Typhus, over- 
arowding, want of ventilation, ‘filth, do- 
bility und privation, we have here far more 
potent fuotars in the causation of an epide- 
mio, than the mere logation of the public 
latrines, I do not wish to assert that Bu- 
bonio Fever cannot be communicated by 
the excreta, although our information as to 
the exietence of tho apecitic bacilli in- the 
intestinal canal is nut os positive as one 
could wieh, but I am most strongly of 
opinion that the infection is disvominated 
oltiefly by the cmanations from the breath 
and skin, and only to a miuor extant by the 
exoreta. 

Much haa been written about the prepon- 
derance of femoral buboes, aod Dr, Lowson, 
in his report, explains this by asserting that 
in the Chinese, who usually go barefooted, 
infeotiun by inoculation was tbe usual evn- 
dition, but he fuils to explain why the men 
of the Shropshire regiment cleo had femoral 
and inguinal buboss, To my maind the ex- 
planation of their ocourrence, in cither 
onso, is a very simple one; the disvors is 
essontially ono of the lymphatia system, and 

ostemortam examinations have abundantly 
shown that ull the lymphatic glands of the 
body are moro or less implicated, and all ex- 
hibit a greator or less tendency to enlarge~ 
ment; therefore any epecial source of 
irritation will be sura to produce marked 
enlargement of certain glands, ond such 
irritation would natarally ocour in men, 
whether barefooted or booted, by much walk- 
ing, capecially if carrying lonvy weights at 
the same time, and by olimbiag up and 
down narrow flights of stuirs, oa wan dove 
by the soldiors; women on the other band 
exhibit moatiy enlargoments of the axillary 
gluuds consequent upon their ordinary honeo- 
hold avooations, while the femoral and 
inguinal glands are vot usually very 
enlarged, for the ordinary Chinese woman, 
even of tha coolie cluas does very little walk- 
ing, It is an admitted fact that patients suf~ 
fring from Mubonic Fever are able to walk 
about-and even in some oases to follow their 
usual employment, for the first day or two 
of theirillneas, and then succumb rapidly 
from heart failure, so that there is ample time 
for the developracnt of the irritative enlarge- 
mant ofa ay special chain of glands, 

* Yet another arzument agatnat this thoory 
of infection by invcalation is that wound 
reaclion 18 not present, in ordinary cases 
of, the discaso, but that when wo-gat a 
geniuino case of accidental inoculation as 
rom o postemortem wount, if is moat 
marked, both at the svat of the wound and 
along tha track of the lymphatic vesiele, 
This is woll anowa in tho case of Professor 
Avyama, os describad on page 38 of Dr 
Luweson’a Report, for he had two isocula- 
tivn wounds, ona on the left third finger 
and the other on the right thumb ; buth of 
those wounds becamo so inflamed and in- 
tonsely painful that they had to ba freuly 
incised, while severe lymphangitis occurrad 
in both arms, and buboes formed in oach 
axilla; it is worthy of note that the first 
bubo formed in tha left axils, while the 
lymphangitia appeared first in the right 
arm. Case &., Chinese, alao illustrates 
this pviat, and in my opinion serves to ag- 
centuate the rarity of infec. ion by inogula- 
tion under ordiuary circumstances. 

Aa I havo said, the infective material 
will breed in prewises whioh are Altby, ill- 
yeutiluted, overcrusded aud dork, und the 
disynso ia contracted by prolonged breath-

It ia a signifioaut face that. only about 26 
per cent. of the adnea ooour on tho ground 
fluurs of houses, uithough nearly half the 
tunpment hyuses of the Colony are still but 
two atory buildings, and the proportion of 
occupied ground floor rooms to. uppor floor 
rooms ia us 65 to 100, This is, I think, 
another argament in favour of the theory 
that overctomding ond want of ventilation 
fre the more potent facturi in the spread 
of thy diseus®, for the ground floor rooms’ 
vf most Chinese houses ara open through. 
vot their eutire frontage, daring tho day- 
time, being closed at night by wide dours, 
whilo tho upper floor rooms have no auch 
eificiant muaua of ventilation, 

The course to be pursucd appears un- 
duubtediy to take steps at an carly date, 
in the directiua indicuted by the provisions 
of the Grown Lands Reaumption Ordinance 
No. 23 of 1889, wnich is.muoh on the lines 
of the Imperink Dousing ‘of tho Working
